Maj or and M nor Municipal or Industrial: categories
est abl i shed pursuant to federal Environnental Protection Agency
criteria for wastewater discharges. Lists are maintained by
Di vi sion of Water Resources, DEM

Orders of Approval — Order fromthe Director of the Departnent of
Envi ronnment al Managenent approvi ng various activities under Rhode
Island’ s Water Pollution Control Law (Chapter 46-12)

Di scharge — energency: An Order of Approval issued under
the Direction of an On-Scene Coordi nator for the discharge of
treated effluent froma pollution control system

Order of Approval to “Prevent Pollution” — Approval of plans and
specification prior to construction of wastewater facilities.

Maj or Projects: New wastewater treatnent facilities,
significant nodification of existing facility (for exanple
construction of advanced wastewater treatnent facilities),
or replacenent of existing facilities.

Modi fications: Modification of existing facilities
i ncl udi ng upgrades (dewatering processes, aeration capacity
expansi on, septage handling, etc) or increase of capacity using
sane process.

Ext ensi ons: Extension of existing collection systens
including | ateral sewers, interceptor sewers, and punping
stations.

PSD Pernmit — New source permits or nodifications to existing
sour ces.

Maj or sources or major nodifications, either PSD or NSR
applications. Major sources and nmajor nodifications are as
defined in APC Regul ation No. 9. Major sources are defined at
9.1.27 for nonattai nment areas and at 9.1.36 for attai nment
areas. Major nodifications are defined at 9.1.14. Cenerally,
t hese definitions are as foll ows:



- Myjor stationary source (nonattainnent area) is any
source or nodification at an existing mnor source
whi ch has the potential to emt 100 tons/yr.

- Mjor stationary source (attainment area) is any source
or nodification at an existing m nor source which has
the potential to enit 100 tons/yr. If it is one of the
28 listed categories of sources in 9.1.36 or 250
tons/yr. otherw se.

- Mjor nodification is a change which occurs at an
exi sting major source and would result in a significant
net increase in emssions. Thresholds defining
significant are listed at 9.1.21 for 15 pollutants
specifically.

Conpl ex M nor Sources — Conpl ex mnor sources or nodifications
are:

- Sources of VOC that have a potential to enmit 50
tons/yr. or nore.

- Sources whose potential em ssions in the absence of
controls woul d make the source nmjor.

- New sources of air toxics em SsSions.

- Sources subject to New Source Performance Standards or
Nat i onal Em ssion Standards for Hazardous Air
Pol lutants (40 CFR 60 & 61).

- Any incinerator.

- Sources with potential emissions after controls between
100 and 250 tons/yr. and are not nmjor.

M nor Source — M nor sources or nodifications are:

- Applications for the installation of air pollution
control equiprent only.

- Small package boilers firing oil or natural gas (Heat
input less than 55 nmillion BTUs/hr.).

- Small|l spray painting operations.

- Al other mscellaneous applications not in Categories
A or B

Toxic Operating Sources — Sources using and/or emtting one or
nmore of the substances listed in Regulation 22 which are notified
that they are required to file an operating permt application
with the Division pursuant to 22.5. 2.




Second Tier — Second tier toxic operating sources are sources
meeting the definition above and which neet one or nore of the
following criteria:

- Facility wuses and/or enmts nore than 5 of t he
substances listed in Regulation 22.

- Facility submits inconplete or inaccurate information
on its operating permt application which is not
corrected followng notification in witing by the
Di vi si on.

- Review of operating pernmt application requires refined
nodel |i ng.
